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DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment, concerning the dependency of 
claim 23 was given in a telephone interview with Christopher Lutz on 10/13/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
For claim 30, change "10" to -11- for the claim dependency of claim 30. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's submission on 7/20/05, wherein claims 
11,12, 21-23, 26 were amended and new claims 33-36 were added to better specify the 
present invention. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-13, 15-19, 21-24, 26 and 29-36 are allowable. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 7/20/05 have been fully considered. Applicant's 
arguments with respect to Moir not disclosing event listeners for further customizing the 
behavior of the operation carried out by the control structure is persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-13, 15-19, 21-24, 26 and 29-36 are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With respect to independent claims 1, 9, 21-23 and 26, Moir discloses user 
selection of graphic parameters for customizing constructs, wherein a basic constructor 
object is further customized with a personality, wherein the personality is represented as 
the parameters chosen by the user. The present invention further teaches a detailed 
customization process that involves selection of specific event handling functionality that 
is enabled, and wherein this event functionality is relation to the basic construct and 
personality. Moir does not teach such a detailed process for customization. The 
present invention allows for customization that goes further in providing customization, 
in addition to the basic customization process that is taught in Moir. Proper motivation 
cannot also be determined for a combination of such a customization process, wherein 
the claims teach a detailed process that is not found in a prior art. 

Since claims 2-3, 5-9, 12-13, 15-19, 24 and 29-36 depend on claims 1,9, 21-23 
and 26 and include all of the limitations of these claims, claims 2-3, 5-9, 12-13, 15-19, 
24 and 29-36 are considered allowable for the reasons in which claims 1 , 9, 21-23 and 
26 is allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by Applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
